Mx Obaplin, M.P., speaking recently at 
Loeicentor, observed that, with .regard to 
bi-metallism, he was happy to say that ba 
did’ not balieve it was possible by any 
buman agency to twiatit intas party matter. 
Ho pointed out as 5 most remarkable 
circumstance that since the demonotisstion 
of -silver in 1873, ‘there had boen an 
wnusual and a prolonged depression in trade 
and agriculture sll over the world. Ho 
was one of those who firmly. believed that 
the abandonment of the system of bi- 
matalliam was undoubtedly one and quite 
possibly the, main: cause of the depression 
which bed prevailed fora poriod of fourtcen 
years, and for which no one had been able 
to ascriba any other sufficiént reason. At 
Bll events, it was a most curious coinci- 
dence that there set in about 1874 a period 
of depression in industry and in all kinds of 
. business which had. lasted from that time 
elmost up to the present moment. 


Aw oxtroordinary scono was witnessed in‘ 


the Catholic Church of St, Peter and St. 
Paul at Clonmel, on tha 3rd inst. The

On. loaving. tha chapol, 
Lieutonant Goohogan was booted and hus- 
tled by a crowd of people, and when the 
soldiera marched for their barracks they 
were accompanied by a crowd, who cheered 
them heartily for the course they had adupt- 
ed. Before the officer left the chapel the 
priest publicly rebuked hiw, and told bim 
that he sbould report him to his superior 
officers,

Chinoss merchants, ‘ fast’ young men, are 
in the habit of engaging professors of the 
art of boxing and tho savate, to give them 
leasona in the science of self-defence, so that 
when they gatinto rows during their noctur- 
nal revels they may get the better of their 
antagonists, This rowdyiam is not approved 
of by their fathers and elder brothers, but 
they.do not seem to have heen able to put 
8 stop to the custom, which ia a disgrace to 
the native society of Kiukiang.

man. Kach had more than ten pupils

with’ a cotton-band round his forehead, & 
tight belt ronnd his waist and tightly-fittin 
short garments aud cried, ‘ Whore is Lan 
the coward should come on in woman's 
clothes if he ‘comes at all.’ Just as the 
eople were begining to jeer at the absent 
n for his pusillanimity to not appearing 
to the challenge, that hero bounded into 
the arena, boiling with rage and without 
uttering a word went straight for Mr Hu. 
For some minutes thore was a confused 
econo of brawny. legs and arms whirling

pulent man, began to pant and groan and 
show symptoms ‘of having had enough.

WE tHE land must first. raport to the local 
“authorities; who will, provided that the sing. 
shui of the weighbouriog inhabitants be not 
infuriously affected by the propossd chapel, 
suthorise the saleof theland for its erection 
if all ba in order, for which sale there mast 
e's dead drawo upin properform. Accord- 
ing ta this proper form, the land is tranefer- 
ted ‘for the purposas ofa Roman Ostholio 
chapel for the community,’ and not to any 
person Fe BL (wis yeh) Sto havo ‘as his 
private property.’ [By the VI Article’ of 
the Convention of 1860, it is “permitted 
to French Missionaries.to rent and pur- 
chase land in wlf.the provinces, and to erect 
buildings thersbr'at pleasure." For many 
years this method, which is in sccordance 
with Treaty, has‘ been followad, and T’an;

To provide for actual needs at 
present pressity, an immacdiate additlon to 
the funds of fully £10,000 per annum 
must be obtaiued.—S¢.

There is no 
perann amongat the officials or literati of 
Hunan who possesses any exact knowledge 
of mathematics ur surveying, snd until a 
taste for these studies is intreduced, no 
improvement can bu expected in this 
respect. Memorialist therefore pruposes 
w establish in K‘ai-féng Fu s Board of 
River Surveyors, and with this object in 
view, he has writen to the Vicuroys at Tien- 
tain and Cunton and the Syperintendent 
of the Foochow Arsenal, asvwg them to 
select and send bim twenty officers and 
students well acquainted with aufveying 
unt map-raaking, ~ Tu this way he will have 
a complety survey wade in gections, and 
an accurate chart drawu up and printed, 
of the whole course of the River frum Wei- 
haang where it enters Honan to its wonth 
at Li-ching in Shantung. ‘This le considers 
thy most important step in his taak of re- 
organising the river works.

VARYING CUSTOMS IN CHINA. 

0. F. H. writes to the \.-C. Daily News 
as follows :— ' 

Will yon permit me to notice briefly twa 
points referred to in the very able pap: rs 
on Chinese Characteristics appeating at inter- 
vals in your journal. 

It is very difficult to predicate much of 
China as a whole; oven the moat urdinary 
features in seme parts are wholly wanting 
in others. Huw many people, for exampie, 
would be surprisud to learn that in some 
provinces rice is by no means an ordinary 
article uf diet, the peuple professing to be 
unable tu satisfy theaiselves upon il,—they 
have not been used to eating it.
